Dear  Brother: 

Missionaries  in  Alaskf*  have  learned  to  look  upon  you  as  a 
personal  friend,  and  I  presume  that  you  are  called  upon  very  often 
for  sympathy  and  advice  in  matters  purely  personal,  and  now  that  1 
am  in  the  valley  of  affliction  and  in  need  of  counsel  I  naturally, 
as  it  seems,  turn  to  you. 

On  the  17th  day  of  January  ray  beloved  wife  after  a  month  »s 
illness  with  puerperal  fever  was  called  to  her  heavenly  hone.  1 
am  left  in  this  far  northern  place  with  ray  three  motherless  little 
ones,  the  youngest  a  babe  of  two  months.  At  present  I  have  given 
the  care  of  the  two  younger  ones  over  to  a  nurse  who  has  taken  them 
to  her  home  *hile  the  eldest  I  have  at  home  with  rae.  Prof.Garabrell 
rooms  with  rae  and  we  are  doing  our  own  house  keeping  as  best  we  nuy. 

This  arrangement  is  necessarily  but  tempers ry — and  as  soon  as 
it  becomes  becomes  warm  enough  to  take  the  children  on  such  a  jour¬ 
ney  I  want  to  go  to  their  maternal  grandmother  with  them. 

I  am  in  perplexity  as  to  my  future  course.  I  love  the  work 
in  Alaska.  My  wife  and  I  gave  ourselves  to  this  field,  expectir^s 
to  make  it  our  life  work  if  God  should  open  the  way  and  now  that 
she  is  gone  I  fed  more  than  ever  that  I  should  like  to  remain  here- 


It  seems  to  me)  too,  that  it  is  best  for  the  work  in  Juneau  that 
I  do  not  leave  this  field  now,  During  the  pact  few  months  we 
have  raised  #1500  on  the  field  with  whieh  to  build  a  new  ehurch 
and  we  have  sold  the  old  manse  property  and  aspect  to  sell  the  Log 
Cabin  property  the  combined  proceeds,  together  with  what  we  have 
raised  and  idi&t  the  Board  of  Ch.  Brction  will  grant  usf  being  suf¬ 
ficient  to  build  a  new  ehurch  and  manse  on  a  lot  which  we  have  se¬ 
cured  «  d  paid  for. 

Our  plans  are  partly  matured  fbr  beginning  building  opera¬ 
tions  early  in  the  spring.  Besides  this  the  work  of  the  Church 
is  just  getting  on  a  fair  basis.  I  am  becoming  acquainted  with 
the  people  and  they  with  me  and  I  think  that  I  can  say  without 
prejudice  that  it  would  not  be  a  profitable  thing  for  the  Church 
to  make  a  change  in  ministers  now.  For  these  reasons  and  others 
•yfiieh  appeal  to  me  I  wish  to  remain  here  even  at  the  pain  of  sepa¬ 
ration  from  my  children,  which  could  not  be  avoidedv  any  way  even 
if  I  want  baGk  to  the  States. 

My  wife’s  unmarried  sister  lives  in  Montana  and  she  has  of¬ 
fered,  very  kindly,  to  come  and  help  me  home  with  the  children  to 
Iowa  and  then  to  stay  with  them  ad  her  mother’s  home  and  care  for 
them  so  long  as  I  can  not  make  a  boms  for  them  myself. 

My  difficulty  is  a  financial  one.  Less  than  seven  months 
ago  we  lost  a  little  boy  and  now  after  a  long  illness  ray  wife  is 
taken.  It  does  seem,  Dr.  Jackson,  as  though  Cod’s  hand  had  rested 


▼ery  heavily  on  me  since  we  came  here.  And  yet  I  have  never 
doubted  the  call  to  this  work  and  though  he  slay  me  yet  will  1 
trust  him.  You  know  however  what  sickness  and  death  mean  so  far 
<*3  financial  outlay  is  concerned  and  especially  up  here*  We  had 
the  physician  here  two  and  three  and  four  times  a  day  for  a  month, 
nurse  for  the  same  time  and  hired  help  in  the  kitchen.  Then  add¬ 
ed  to  this  was  the  burial  expenses*  The  consequence  is  that  I  am 
now  in  debt  almost  §200  •  The  fare  from  Beattie  has  been  raised 
to  $50  and  to  have  my  sister-in-law  come  here*  which  would  be  al¬ 
most  necessary*  wad  then  for  both  of  us  to  go  to  her  home  and  me 
return  would  involve  an  expense  of  over  $300,  even  if  the  Board 
should  secure  half  fare  for  us  en  the  said  roads*  You  know  our 
salaries  have  been  vut  to  $1100.  My  e^enaes  here  are  such  that 
I  do  not  feel  that  I  can  assume  this  additional  financial  burden. 

And  so  I  write  to  you  to  a3k  if  in  your  judgment  It  would  be 
wise  to  ask  the  Board  to  help  me  in  this  matter  -  As  1  understand 
it  &fcex&KSbcgS  a  missionary  is  given  passage  home  at  the  end  of 
four  years.  Would  the  Board,  in  your  opinion  be  willing  to  do 
this  for’ me  now  on  condition  that  I  should  not  ask  tor  it  at  Ihe 
time  that  I  would  be  regularly  entitled  to  it. 

Please  tell  me  frankly  what  you  think  best  under  the  circum¬ 
stanced.  I  do  not  want  to  leave  Alaska  if  the  Lord  will  open  up 
the  way  for  me  to  stay,  but  I  am  ready  to  follow  his  leadings  what¬ 
ever  they  nay  be.

By  the  direction  of  The  Honorable  The  Secretary  of  the 
Interior  you  are  hereby  detailed  for  special  duty  in  the  District 
of  Alaska.  The  details  of  his  instructions  are  as  follows: 

Doctor  Jackson  will  at  once  proceed  to  Dyea  in  Alaska 
and  confer  with  the  officer  of  the  War  Department  in  charge  of  the 
Alaskan  Belief  Expedition  for  the  care  of  the  reindeer  across  the 
country  to  Circle  City,  and  their  care  near  that  place  until  they 
shall  be  turned  over  to  him  in  May  of  1898;  thereafter,  he  will 
proceed  to  sell  them  as  seems  best  for  the  interests  of  this  De¬ 
partment,  and  with  the  proceeds  arrange  to  purchase  does  to  re¬ 
place  those  borrowed  from  the  herds  in  Alaska  belonging  to  private 
parties  and  used  during  the  past  winter  for  the  relief  of  desti¬ 
tute  miners  and  whalers  in  that  section. 

His  travelling  expenses,  including  subsistence,  will  be 

paid  by  the  War  Department  out  of  the  Relief  fund.”

When  you  were  here  I  spoke  to  you  about  the  way  Mr.  Murry  at 
Pyramid  Harbor  tore  down  or  moved  native  houses  that  he  might  get 
a  clear  title  to  certain  lands  located  about  the  Pyramid  Harbor 
cannery  and  you  promised  to  see  to  it,  at  that  end  if  I  would  write 
you  the  facts.  The  facts  follow-  Prom  time  unknown  before  the 
white  man  came  to  this  country  there  was  a  native  summer  or  hunt¬ 
ing  village  of  several  houses  located  at  the  very  place  from  which 
Mr.  Murry  moved  twelve  (12)  houses  last  summer  without  the  knowl¬ 
edge  or  consent  of  the  owners. 

All  of  the  fouildingsfoere  badly  damaged,  doors,  windows, 
floors,  roofs,  etc.  gone  from  some  of  them  and  one  house  entirely 
demolished.  Mr.  Hurry  refused  to  pay  any  damages  or  to  make  good 
lost  blankets,  tools,  dishes,  etc.  etc.  which  were  lost  as  the  mov¬ 
ing  was  done  when  all  owners  were  away  except  one  old  woman.  The 
buildings  were  not  put  upright  when  they  were  left  at  their  new 
locations.  All  buildings  were  crowded  together  so  that  to  most  of 
of  them  no  means  of  exit  is  left. 

All  of  the  natives  without  exception  are  much  dissatisfied

with  the  present  location  of  the  buildings  and  want  the  privilege 
of  putting  their  houses  back  on  the  old  sites^  and  want  damages. 

This  moving  took  place  about  the  first  to  middle  of  June 

1897. 

A  criminal  suit  grew  out  of  it  instigated  by  Mr.  Murry 
against  Walter  Shaterich  for  assault.  The  record  of  this  togeth¬ 
er  with  the  story  of  the  moving  of  the  Shaterich  house  at  Pyramid 
Harbor  you  may  find  on  the  records  of  the  U.  S.  Commissioner  at 
Juneau  for  June  1897. 

This  is  one  of  the  most  high-handed  deeds  I  have  ever 
known  and  I  hope  you  will  call  the  attention  of  the  Land  Office  to 
it.  I  stand  ready  to  prove  every  thing  in  court. 

Please  inform  me  what  steps  are  necesseray  for  the  natives 
to  take  in  order  to  recover  the  ground  Mr.  Murry  took  from  them.

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TERMS  OF  THIS  AGREEMENT. 


First,  From  the  date  of  this  Agreement  you  are  required  :  (i)  To  forward  to  the  Treasurer  a  monthly  voucher 
certifying  that  you  have  rendered  the  service  called  for  in  your  Agreement.  (2)  At  the  end  of  every  three  months  to 
forward  to  the  Secretary  a  full  quarterly  report  of  your  ministerial  labors,  giving  details  of  the  various  departments  of 
your  work,  the  encouragements  and  the  trials  connected  therewith,  together  with  any  facts  or  suggestions  that  may  be 
of  service  to  the  Board,  or  of  interest  to  the  whole  Church. 

Blanks  for  Monthly  vouchers  and  Quarterly  Reports  will  be  furnished. 

Second,  On  the  reception  of  your  monthly  voucher,  the  amount  of  compensation  for  the  month,  as  determined 
by  this  Agreement,  will  be  due,  and,  as  soon  afterwards  as  the  funds  will  warrant,  a  check  for  the  same  will  be  for¬ 
warded  to  your  order  by  the  Treasurer  :  the  payment  for  the  last  month  will  he  withheld  until  the  annual  contribution 
required  by  the  “Rules  for  Missionaries,”  Art.  VII.,  and  “Rules  for  Congregations,”  Art.  IV.,  has  been  received  by 
the  Treasurer  of  the  Board. 

Third,  You  are  expected  to  forward  to  the  Secretary,  in  time  to  reach  him  by  the  first  of  April,  an  annual 
Statistical  report  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  with  that  date,  or  for  such  portion  of  that  year  as  you  have  spent  in  the 
service  of  the  Board.  An  Annual  Blank  for  this  purpose  will  be  furnished. 

Fourth,  All  contributions  made  by  the  people  of  your  charge  for  the  work  of  the  Board  you  will  please  forward 
direct  to  the  Treasurer,  making  the  remittance  payable  to  the  order  of  Harvey  C.  Olin,  Treasurer. 

Fifth,  This  Agreement  is  for  the  entire  field,  and  a  failure  to  preach  regularly  at  any  of  the  places  named  in  it, 
or  the  exchanging  of  one  of  these  places  for  another  not  herein  mentioned,  renders  the  Agreement  void,  and  requires  a 
subsequent  arrangement  between  the  Board  and  the  Presbytery  before  payment  can  be  made. 


1. — RULES  for  MISSIONARIES  of  the  Board  of  Home  Missions. 


I.  The  aim  of  the  Missionary  should  be  to  build  up 
the  kingdom  of  Chris  ,  by  constant  and  prayerful  labor 
for  the  conversion  of  the  unregenerate,  the  edification  of 
believers,  and  the  training  of  the  children. 

II.  The  Missionary  must  be  a  member  of  the  Presby¬ 
tery  to  which  the  church  or  churches  under  his  ministry 
belong,  and  he  is  expected  to  reside  within  the  bounds 
of  his  field  of  labor. 

III.  The  Missionary,  after  obtaining  authority  from 
the  Presbytery,  should  organize  a  church  as  soon  as  it  is 
needed  in  every  suitable  locality  where  there  is  not  one 
already,  and  will  see  that  it  is  placed  at  once  under  the 
watch  and  care  of  the  Presbytery  to  which  it  naturally 
belongs.  He  is  urged  to  avoid  interfering  improperly 
with  existing  organizations,  or  multiply  churches  from 
mere  sectarian  considerations. 


IV.  As  soon  as  practicable,  the  Missionary  should  en¬ 
deavor  to  secure  for  each  congregation  a  suitable  house  of 
worship. 

V.  He  is  expected  to  organize  a  Sabbath-school 
wherever  it  is  needed,  and,  as  far  as  practicable,  see  that 
it  is  supplied  with  teachers  and  spiritual  oversight. 

VI.  He  is  to  cultivate  in  his  people  the  spirit  of  be¬ 
nevolence  by  inducing  them  to  contribute,  as  the  Lord 
hath  prospered  them,  to  all  the  objects  recommended  by 
the  General  Assembly. 

VII.  Every  congregation  receiving  Home  Mission  aid 
is  required  to  take  up  an  annual  collection  for  the  work  of 
the  Board. 

VIII.  Hereafter,  payment  for  the  monthly  salary  due 
will  be  made  direci  to  the  missionary  only. 

No  drafts  or  orders  on  the  Board  will  be  honored.
